Death of Irish Lad 


Irish Lad, the wel] known running 
horse, died at Hunter's livery barn on 
Tuesday. He was a Claresholm 
horse from the beginning, having 
been pred on the stewart Ranch and 
brought in from there by R. Dooley 
formerly of the Palace livery barn. 

| That was when the horse was a two 
year old and Mr. Dooley speedily 
had him looking like a racehorse and 
that August he won the Alberta 
Provincia) Stakes of $800 at Macleod 
simply smothering a-field of 6 two 
and three year olds. Asa three year 
old he was being fitted by A. Mayer 
but caught pneumonia when being 
shipped to Cranbrook and ran but 
little that year. He never really was 
the same horse again after this, His 
best performances last year were 
when he won two races inone day at 
Claresholm und was only nosed out 
for the Alberta Derby at Calgary by 
Llandaff it being the Lad’s first at- 
tempt ata mile. He won many other 
races, however, at Macleod, Granum, 
Cranbrook, Blairmore and elsewhere, 
This spring he caught influenza with 
supervening pneumonia and seemed 
to pull through it but he ran at Mac- 


leod on June 28rd being second to} | 


Greasy Pete and it was seen that this 
was not his form. On returning to 
Claresholm he took a feverish com- 
plaint and after seeming to recover 
took it again. His sire was Imported 
Horton who won good races in Eng- 
land mostly over 6 furlongs and his 
dam was Trilby by Buaronette also 
dam of Ranch King. He was thus 
descended from Hermit, one of the 
greatest thoroughbred sires of all 
time. He was owned this spring by 
Allan McDonald and: J. R. Watt in 
Partvership. Without doubt with 
ordinary luck in avoiding disease this

AUTHOR OF “GINX’S BABY.” 


Forty Years Ago Edward Jenkins Was 
the Kipling of His Day. 

One of the moat distinguished sons 
of the Montreal High School passes 
off the roll by the death in London of 
Edward Jenkins, ex-M.P., politician, 
humorist, author and editor, creator

forty years ago Edward Jenkins was 


; so much in the limelight in the liter- 


ary world that his position in the 
sphere of letters at that time has been 


compared to that of Rudyard Kipling | 


His style had the 
Kipling touc and both men had 
close connection with India. Mr. Jen- 
kins was born at Bangalore, India, in 
July, 1838, his father being Rev. Dr. 
John Jenkins, so long pastor of St. 
Paul’s Presbyterian Church, Mont- 
real. He came to Canada with his 
parents at an early age and was edu- 
cated at the Montreal High School 
and McGill University. Then, after 
a course at the University of Penn- 
sylvania, he was called to the Bar at 
Lincoln’s Inn, in 1864, and had a 
most remarkable career in the years 
which followed. He was counsel for 
the coolies on the Demerara Coolie 
Commission of 1870; agent-general 
for Canada from 1874 to 1876; a mem- 
ber of the royal commission on copy- 
right in 1876-77; and about that time 
wrote his famous novel, entitled 
“Ginx’s Baby,” by which he will be 
remembered when his political career 
has been forgotten. Among his other 
humorous books were “Lord Ban- 
tam,’’ ‘The Coolie,” ‘Little Hodge,”

An Illustrious Family. 

During the absence from Canada ot 
His Excellency Earl Grey, Judge Gir- 
ouard, of the Supreme Court of Can- 
ada, is once more acting as adminis- 
trator of the Government, and is to 
all effects and purposes clothed with 
the same authority and power as the 
Governor-General. The right of the 
administrator to be styled “His Ex- 
cellency,” was asserted by Sir H. El- 
zear Taschereau, formerly Chief Jus- 
tice, while acting as administrator in 
the interval between the departure of 
the Earl of Minto, and the arrival of 
His Excellency Earl Grey, and he 
was informed by the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, in reply to an 
enquiry, that the administrator is 
rightly styled “His Excellency.” 

Judge Girouard’s son, Col. Sir Percy 
Girouard, as governor and comman- 
der-in-chief of the East Africa Protec- 
torate, is also entitled to the designa- 
tion “His Excellency.” I am_ told, 
with how much truth I do not know, 


that no other family in the British | 


Empire has ever before had the hon- 
or of having two of its members en- 
titled to be so addressed. Whether 
the coincidence is absolutely unique 
or not, it is sufficiently rare to de- 
serve notice, particularly in Canada, 
and more particularly as the Girou- 
ard family is a purely French-Cana- 
dian one. Judge Girouard, who was 
born at St. Timothee, beside the Ce- 
dar Rapids, in 1836, is a descendant 
of Antoine Girouard, of Montelucon, 
France, who was private secretary to 


'Covernor de Ramezai at Montreal in 


1720. The family has remained in 


Canada ever since.

Big Diamond is Discovered 

New York.—A report. has reached 
Maiden lane from Johannesburg, 
South Africa, of the finding of anothcr 
large diamond in the Premier mine. 
The gem is said to weigh more than 
191 karats and is described as a pure 
white stone, absolutely flawless, and 
measuring two inches long by about 
three-fourths of an inch thick, It 
tapers in breadth fom one and one- 
fourths of an inch to three-fourths of 
an inch at the smallest end, and_ is 
valued at $150,000 uncut. The Pr_mier 
mine became worl] famous in Janu- 
ary, 1905, when the Gullinan diamond 
was discovered, 

This gem, the large:t ever found, 
weighed 8,032 karats in the rough, It 
was cut into smaller stones and pre- 
sented to King Edward VII, by the 
Transvaal government. 

The latest large diamond to be 
teken from the Premier mine prob- 
ebly will rank also among the world’s 
famous gems. 


China Satisfied with Treaty 

Pekin.—China’s reply to the an- 
nouncement of the recently concluded 
Russo-Japanese convention was deliv. 
ered to the legations of these two coun- 
tries recently. As has been expected, 
the Pekin government does not fail to
